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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-5, 7-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: no prior art of 
record discloses or otherwise suggests a room lighting system as claimed in 
independent claims 20 and 26 with emphasis on and with respect to Claim 20 "...a light 
source defining a beam axis as well as two alignedly arranged refractive elements 
having centers which are substantially located in the beam axis, one of said refractive 
elements being rotatably mounted about said beam axis, wherein the second of said 
refractive elements is rotatably mounted about said beam axis. ..wherein a drive means 
and a control means are associated with the two refractive elements for selective 
rotation in the same sense or in opposite senses, wherein both of said refractive 
elements are prism elements..." and with respect to Claim 26 "...a light source defining 
a beam axis as well as two alignedly arranged refractive elements having centers which 
are substantially located in the beam axis, one of said refractive elements being 
rotatably mounted about said beam axis, wherein the second of said refractive elements 
is rotatably mounted about said beam axis... wherein both of said refractive elements 
are prism elements..." 

3. The remaining claimed are allowable given their dependence on the above 
claims.
